NOTES  TO  THE  READER. 


I.  The  Astronomical  calculations  in  this  work,  are  made  to 
true  clock  time,  the  same  as  in  the  United  States’  Almanac, 
the  North  American  Almanac,  and  other  standard  works. 
The  effects  of  Refraction,  according  to  the  latest  impioved 
Tables  of  Bessel,  and  the  Equation  of  Time,  have  both  been 
applied  to  the  times  of  the  Sun’s  rising  and  setting  :  so  that 
the  Sun,  the  Almanac,  and  a  good  Clock,  will  agree  the  year 
round. 

II. r  A  Time-piece  may  be  set  very  nearly  true  "by  the 
rising,  setting,  or  southing  of  the  Sun,  Moon,  or  Stars, — but 
more  accurately  by  the  Sun,  (or  the  Southing  of  the  Sun,  or  a 
fixed  Star)  any  where  on  or  near  the  40th  degree  of  north 
latitude. 

III.  The  time  of  the  rising,  setting,  or  southing  of  a  fixed 
Star  may  be  carried  several  days  forward  by  subtracting,  or 
backward  by  adding  4  minutes  per  day. 

IV.  The  common  day  of  24  hours,  begins  at  midnight, 
and  morning  (marked  morn.)  continues  from  midnight  till 
noon;  aud  afternoon  (marked  aft.)  continues  from  noon  till 
midnight ;  this  should  be  remembered  carefully  when  looking 
for  the  times  of  the  rising,  setting  or  southing  of  the  Moon  or 
Stars  soon  after  midnight. 

V.  Under  M*on’s  Phases,  First  Quarter  on  the  23d  of  2d 
month,  and  Last  Quarter  on  the  1st  of  11th  month,  each 
marked  morn,  at  Cincinnati;  will  occur  respectively  in  the 
aft.  at  the  times  stated  under  the  headings,  New. York,  Phila¬ 
delphia  and  Baltimore.

ECLIPSES. 


In  the  year  1855  there  will  be  two  Eclipses  of  the  Sun  and 
two  of  the  Moon. 

I.  The  Moon  will  be  totally  Eclipsed  on  the  evening  of  the 
1st  of  Fifth  month,  and  the  morning  of  the  Second.  Visible 
as  follows  : 
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Digits  eclipsed  18 J  on  the  southern  limb.  Degins  123J 
from  vertex  to  the  right.  Ends  75°  to  the  left. 

II.  The  Sun  will  be  partially  Eclipsed  on  the  15th  of  Fifth 
month,  at  9  o’clock,  J’.  M.,  consequently  invisible  to  us. 
Visible  in  northern  parts  of  Ilussia  and  Siberia. 

III.  A  total  Eclipse  of  the  Moon  will  occur  on  the  morning 
of  the  25th  of  Tenth  Mouth.  Visible  as  follows  : 
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IV.  There  will  be  a  partial  Eclipse  of  the  Sun  on  the  9th 
of  Eleventh  month,  the  middle  occurring  at  2h.  16m.,  P.  M.  in¬ 
visible.  This  eclipse  will  be  visible  in  Australia  and  over  a  lajge 
portion  of  the  South  Pacific  Ocean.

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Planets’  places  in  Right  Ascension  and  Declination. 
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The  following  maxims  were 
taken  promiscuously  from  a 
little  work  entitled,  “  The  Econ¬ 
omy  of  Human  Life,”  first  pub¬ 
lished  in  1750.  The  author, 
Robert  Dodsley,  was  born  of 
parents  in  humble  circumstances. 
In  early  life  he  was  employed  as  a 
footman  ;  but  his  natural  talents, 
and  great  perseverance,  soon  re- 
commeudcd  him  to  the  favor  of 
many  eminent  personages;  among 
whom  were  Pope,  Chesterfield 
and.  Johnson.  Under  their 
patronage  he  published  several 
works  of  considerable  merit, 
which  were  favorably  received 
by  the  public.  “  The  Economy 
of  Human  Life,”  particularly 
had  a  great  degree  of  celebrity. 
It  was  admired,  for  the  genuine 
sense  of  goodness  and  virtue 
inculcated  by  its  maxims,  as 
well  as  for  its"  clear,  succinct, 
and  lofty  style. 

The  thoughtless  man  bridleth 
not  his  tongue  ;  he  speaketh  at 
random,  and  is  entangled  in  the 
foolishness  of  his  own  words. 

As  a  plain  garment  best 
adorneth  a  beautiful  woman,  so 
a  decent  behaviour  is  the  great¬ 
est  ornament  of  wisdom.
